I  have  frequently  heard,  fays  he,  an  exclamation  .among 
many  Ldies  of  the  hrd  fenfc  and  reputation,  attended  with  a 
wifli  to  change  their  Tex,  and  hinting,  that  if  they  were  hap¬ 
py  enough  to  be  men,  they  would  then  throw  off  the  dil- 
agreeable  rcflraint  which  the  petticoat  has  impofed  upon 
them,  and  give  into  all  the  falhionable  pleafures  of  the  town, 
wdth  as  much  plcafure  as  the  beft  of  us.  *  , 

The  ladies,  who  are  thus  folicitous  to  part  with  the  .nice 
referve  of  their  own  fex,  for  the  unblulhing  freedom  of  ours^ 
Ihould,  hoNvever,  conlid^r,  that  there ‘is  fomethiog ,  not  only 
exceedingly  indelicate,  but  exceetfingly  dangerous  in  this  de¬ 
claration.  It  is  poiitiyely  acknowledging,,  that  they  are  natu¬ 
rally  inclined  to  be  libertines,  and  that  they  imagine  the  prin¬ 
cipal  happinels  of  life  exills  in  thofe  pur  fusts,  which  are  equal¬ 
ly  repugnant  to  the  rules  of  reafbn,  and  the  hi^s  of  morality.

^  ct  what,  let  me  afk  any  perlou  ol  uiulerilandiug,  are  the 
particular  points,  in  which  the  prevale  nce  of  ciiffoin  has  giveii 
liie  men  lo  tlei'ircahlc*  a  lupciiorlty  over  tlic  Indies  ? — The  for¬ 
mer  indeed  can  do  a  tliouland  ridiculous  things,  and  a  thou- 
l.iiid  icked  ones  hefuies,  without  dr.iwing  any  confecjueiitial 
cenfnrc  upon  their  characters, — 'riic*y  can  engage  in  midnight 
hrawls,  betiav  the  honour  oi  a  iriend’s  family,  and  cut  his 
throat  into  tlie  harii;ain,  if  lie  preiiinics  to  lind  lault  with  their 
(ondiicl.  1  helc,  however,  liifarfnm  being  advantages  on 
the  mafcidine  litlc  of  the  qiufflon,  arc,  in  luy  opinion,  lo  ma¬ 
ny  capital  misfortune" — and  happy  would  it  Ic  lor  our  fex,  if 
there  was  fume  fenllhle  regnl.uioii  among  ns,  which  rendered' 
fuch  actions  as  dilhr.u eful  as  ihev  arc  nhlhrch  and  as  dcteffable 
as  ihev  are  criminal. — Ihii  fare  ly  the  cxelufive  licence  of  being 
weak  or  wicked,  i:>  not  a  'privilege  for  which  llie  gentle  bofom 
of*  innufeuce  c  an  ever  feci  a  llgii  of  regict,  nor  confider  with 

a  thoiiglit  of  admiration. - Was  it  poUiblc  for  the  ladies  to 

conceive  ilie  nnmberiefs  dillicidiies,  the  nmnberlefs  clillreil'es, 
to  whit  li  tlie  !!!en  are  cinuiunally  expofed,  in  confetpience  of

<o’.mt.  full  liie  truth  is,  thole  who  are  in  the  fccret,  can  find 
as  r.ationd  an  t  ntcrtainmenr  in  a  diflertatlt)!!  upon  a  fie  eve- 
knot  at  tlie  te.a-tahie,  as  in  tlie  (liKuliion  of  a  political  fuhjetft 
.u  in'"  la't'^n,  aiul  he  as  mncli  diverted  o\’ct  a  game  at  W’hift^ 
as  wiih  a  hard  ride  of  thirty  miles  after  a  jiack  of  fox-hoiinds 
in  a  dilmal  conntrv.  Indeed,  lor  the  honour  t'f  the  male 
cn.mactcr  he  n  mminiiK  cl,  the  men  are  apt  to  annex,  the  idea, 
ol  ^  it  .i»nrc  to  the  icic*a  ol  la’igiie,  and  to  j.roportioii  the  ex¬ 
cellence 
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ccUcnce  of  tlieir  fport,  to  the  greatnefs  of  their  clangers,  or 
the  miinber  of  their  ditficuliies.  Thus,  after  receiving  a  vio¬ 
lent  fill  or  two  from  their  horfes,  and  coming  home  like 
drenched  pick-pockets,  from  the  profecution  of  the  chafe, 
they  talk  of  the  glorious  day  they  have  had,  and  aifet^  to 
fpcak  with  contempt  of  any  friend 'who  does  not  feem  ccjually 
eiiiaplured  with  the  fame  noble  exercife.

Upon  the  whole,  the  farther  the  comparifon  is  carried-  be¬ 
tween  tile  two  fexes,  the  lefs  occafion  the  ladies  will  have  to  . 
murmur  at  their  fancied  inferiority,  and  the  lefs  reafbn  we 
lliall  have  to  boall  of  our  imaginary  pre-eminence.  Cuflom- 
has  laid  few  relhaints  upon  them,  which  are  not  ablblutely 
iiecelfary  both  for  their  hajjpinefs  and  reputation  ;  nor  has  it 
allowed  us  many  privileges,  which  do  not  immediately  tend 
to  deltroy  our  peace,  and  Icflen  oiir  cliarac^ler  Let  the  ladies 
therefore  never  wifli  to  change  their  fex,  unlefs  they  would 
w  ifli  to  change  their  manners  alfb;  and  let  the  men  never  va¬ 
lue  themiclves  upon  the  liberties  w^hich  they  are  authorized 
to  take  in  the  wide  variety  of  their  purfuits,  till  they, are  per- 
fecftly  convinced, .  that  thefe  very  liberties  fliould  not  be  fet 
down  in  the  catalogue  of  their  principal  misfortunes.

tint  with  whiih  they  are  intnirted  :  But  is  it  polFible  to  think; 
tb  it  men  of  fortune  and  family,  invefted  with  the  firfl;  offices 
ill  t!!e  kingdom,  fliould  be  warped  from  the  duty  they  owe 
The'  public,  liv  views  of  folf-intercft  or  private  advantage?  Im- 
jviibble  !  we  need  hilt  lift  our  eyes  up  to  our  nobility  in  power, 
lo  be  convi!ired  of  the  truth  of  this  aflertion.  I  defy  the 
I’.itilh  annals  to  Hiew  fo  virtuous,  fo  nioral,  (b  wife  a  fet  of 
iioliiliiv,  as  we  bo  iff  of  at  prefent  :  in  their  youth,  are  they 
not  lii^*  ad!niration  of  foreigners,  through  whole  countries  they 
Travel  in  fearrb  of  knowledge  ?  How  blefl:  mult  fiich  a  king- 
dnin  hr.  ’.vliofe  greaieff  Tiien  are  thus  iiulefatigably  laborious 
i'l  tb.'*  p'lrluit  of  wb:U  f)  cniincntlv  contributes  to  the  public 
om.hI  !  *rd  ^  et  (fiich,  alas  !  is  the  fatality  that  awaits  on  all 
'» i(‘w^  of  i’liMunary  liappincfs)  envy  would  ffrip  them  ol  this 
T*mir  juff  praile,  and  cndeav'oiir  to  bring  them  down  to  the 
level  of  rommo’i  Torn.  7’iie  lionffed  liberty  of  the  prefs,  that 
flailing  gfwga'i'  of  tIu'  people,  is  become  (iiiffead  of  a  blelfing) 
A  (  urfe  ;  no  ( har.icter,  though  ever  fo  high,  is  fafe  from  its 
vinilcnre.  Is  not  this  fcandalous  ?  Private  charad:crs,  at  leaff, 
ffriuld  be  irrat('d  with  indulgence,  and  not  be  expofed  to  the 
Tidiinle  of  the  inoff  proHigaie  of'in.mkind.

And  he  /aid,  if  I  find  there  Forty  and  Five,  I  will  not  deflroy 
it,  Gen.  xviii.  28. 

«  T~'ins  was  a  Tmtnber  perhaps  too  large  to  be  expe^fled  fb 
i  near  a  king’s  court, — for  they  are  righteous  perfbils. 
that  are  underftood  here,  as  we  learn  from  verfe  24. — but  far 
too  few  for  luch  a  large  city  as  Sodom'. — If  this  city  was  any 
thing  near  as  large  as  London  or  Paris,  there  could  not  be 
fewer  than  live  hundred  thoufand  fouls  in  it,  and  to  have  no' 
jnore  righteous  perfons  in  it  than  forty  and  five,  was  a  melan¬ 
choly  circuniftancc.  One  would  willingly  wifii  there  had 
been  more,  for  their  own  fakes.  Perhaps  it  is*  the  court  that 
is  meant,  and  not  the  whole  community. — In  this'fenfe  forty 
and  five  would  be  a  great  number  of  righteous  perfons  in  fiich 
a  fitiiation.  '1  here  have  been  fewer  in  more  fplendid  courts 
fince  the  days  of  Sodom — There  were  but  two  in  the  court  of 
king  Ahafuerus,  the  Qiieen  and  her  lincle, — and  both  foreign¬ 
ers  too. 

**  When  one  reads  tliis  paflTage  of  holy  writ,  they  would 
^Illingly  wifli  to  find  this  number,'  and  liave  the  city  pre- 
■erved.  But  alas!  the  fourth  part  of  the  fum  cannot  be 
■Tound. — There  were  not  ten.  My  heart  fails  me  to  think  a 
Ifine  city,  a  populous  city,  and  a  city  that  had  lately  been  pre- 
frrvcd  out  of  thb  hands  of  its  formidable  enemies,  /hould  be 
loll  for  the  want  of  number  forty-five. 

‘‘  From  the  hiflory  of  this  city  and  her  fillers,  there  is  Ibme 
rcafon  to  believe  there  were  forty-five  hundred  fornicators, 
'orty-five  fcore  adulterers,  and  forty-five  oppreflbrs, — and  like¬ 
ly  I'ome  placemen  — But  thefe  were  not  the  perfims  the  Al¬ 
mighty  was  inquiring  after. — They  were  righteous  perfons 
that  he  wanted.  This  is  the  point,  the  main  point,  the  ftrik- 
ing  point,  forty-five  righteous  perlbnsl 

“  Had  drunkennefs,  gluttony,  and  gallantry  been  any  con- 
llitucnt  branches  of  righteoufnels,'Thou,  O  Sodom!  had  been 
(landing  to  this  day!  What  a  flourifiiing  city  hadfi  thou  been, 
bad  unclcannefs  been  righ teoufne fs,  and  fornication  been  the 
fear  of  the  Lord.  No  doubt  there  were  in  thee  many  noble- 
jnen  that  had  ravi/hed  virgins,  and  defiled  the  bed  of  his 
neighbour.  In  thee  no  Lord  had  any  occafion  to  fear  the  law 
■or  committing  a  rape,  when  all  thy  judges  were  vvliore- 
Mongers.  But  alas  for  thee !  none  but  the  devil  and  his  did 
^plcs  call  this  righteoufnefs. — The  Almighty  calls  it  wicked- 
fiefs, — and  for  this  thou  wert  dcflroycd. 

**  Ten  righteous  perfons  for  Sodom,  might,  for  aught  we 

know, 
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''  Aliitophel  may  perhaps  make  the  heft  of  truth,  Mrheh  it 
is  the  only  thin;;  to  ferve  his  purpofe,  and  to  advance  ’hitn  to 
a  Perijhm  or  a  Peerage  ;  but  he  would  not  be  Ahilophel,  nor 
a  counfcllor  worthy  of  his  place,  if  he  could  not  change  his 
incafnres  wiih  the  limes,  and  make  falfchood  ferve  his  pur¬ 
pofe  as  well  as  truth . — I  his  llicws  him  to  be  a  man  of  capa¬ 
city,  w  hich  is  a  far’ more  noble  qualification,  in  the  Courts  of 
the  kingdoms  of  this  world,  than  honefty  and  integrity.  When 
the  king’s  fon  w  as  fent  lo  the  war  againft  the  Philiflities,  Ahi- 
tophcl  maintained  that  it  was  wafting  of  the  treafury  to  fpend 
money  upon  that  war,  and  infifted  that  the  whole  wealth  and  ' 
Ih  engih  of  the  nation  fiiould  be  applied  in  maintaining  it  war 
w  ith  the  Amorites,  Hittites,  and  Perezites.  Ahitophel  was 
then  out  of  place.  But  after  he  was  preferred  to  the  office 
of  chief  minifter  he  changed  his  mind,  and  infifted  that  the 
only  way  lo  fubdiie  the  Amorites  was  to  apply  the  wftiole 
force  of  lire  nation  againft  the  Philiftines.'  '* 

Hiifii.ii  again  is  a  man  all  for  oeconomy,  and  a  great  fa¬ 
vourite  of  king  David; — he  is  and  has  been  employed  to  defeat 
the  connfcl  of  Ahitophel, — w  hich  indeed 'he  has  cfFe<itually 
brought  to  nought,  by  hanging  him  in  a  penfion  and  peerage, 
Hufliai,  though  a  man  of  no  great  capacity,  yct'by*  falfe 
fpeeches,  and  the  countenance  of  his  niaftcr,  has  for  a  long 
time  enjoyed  the  management  of  public  matters — which  he 
has  had  ilie  addrefs  to  turn  to  his  ow  n  private  oeconomy'.  He 
and  Ahilophel  have  been  a  kind  of  counterparts  in  the  polili. 
cal  drama,  and  have  endeavoured  to  make  all  ‘things  w'ork  to¬ 
gether  to  their  owm  advantage.  But  righteoufnefs  never  was 
any  of  their  ftated  principles, — and,  amongft  2o',oob  futh,  there 
could  not  be  found  forty  and  five  righteous  perfbns. 

‘‘  A  certain  man  of  the  tribe  of  Ifrael  hath  rifen'up  at  laft, 
and  his  cry  is.  What  portion  have  'ive  in  //^vre/r— apd'by  his 
popular  proceedings  hath  brought  over  the  grea left  part  of 
the  kingdom  on  his  fide,  in  order  to  fubvert  Hufliai;  with 
whom  and  the  king’s  minifters  he  hath*  made  a  little  too  free, 
in  difeovering  forty  and  five  times  thofe  fecreis— wdiieh  all 
good  minifters  were  willing  fliould  be  funk  In  oblivion— and 
therefore  hath  brought  down  the  whole  W’Cight  of  'miniftcrial 
vengeance  upon  him.  But  the  brave  IfraHite  beinjg  of  an  un^ 
conquerable  fpirit,  nobly  ftemmed  the  torrent,— by  a  zealous  de¬ 
fence  of  the  liberties  of  his  country;  which  he  lb  far  effcifted, 
that  even  a  firlt  S— y  of  S — e  dared  not  to  meet’ him  face  to 
face; — So  much  did  terror  feize  his  guilty  Ibiil. 

Ahitophel  (then  out  of  place)  *iu  a  certain  1— fly  declared, 
this  patriot  ought  to  be  fupplorted,  becaufc  it  vvas  an  open 
breach  of  p - e^-and  an  attack  upon  the* liberties  of  ihe'fub- 
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yet  no  ((joner  had  Ahitophel  taken  his  place  in  the  (^n- 
hedrini,  but,  like  a  true  courtier,  he  veered  about,  and  ilio 
wind  blew  fo  violently  from  the  North,  that  it  deprived  liiin 
of  his  underllandiiig,  and  the  poor  Ilraelite  was  tound  to  be  a 
blafpheiiier  of  his  God,  and  a  libeller  ot  his  king. 

**  prom  the  energy  of  this  orator,  and  from  a  herd  of 

p _ s  and  p -  in  the  fanhedrim,  this  fon  ot  Ifrael  was 

forced  to  fly  to  the  land  of  the  Philihines,  where  he  might 
dwell  in  fafety but  he  has  returned  with  the  fame  principles, 
and  the  fame  fj)irit,  to  yindicatcihe  rights  of  an  injured  j)eople. 
For  the  fake  of  thofc  privilegs  which  arc  dear  to  all  whole 
principles  are  not  enllaved  through  influence,  or  devoted  to 
the  arbitrary  power  of  any  1 — d,  he  now  lies  confined  by  a 

inanifeft  p - of  righteous  1 — s  made  for  the  jnotection  of 

the  fubject  againfl  the  wanton  tyranny  of  arbitrary  m - s.  . 

Vet,  whether  forty  and  five  Inch  as  him  will  fave  a  nation 
from  ruin  is  as  yet  uncertain.’^

VC  wifely  difregarded  thefc  infults  as  the  l  asings  of  a  deli- 
rioiis  infatuated  mob;  and  onr  conduct  in  tins  refpet^t  un¬ 
doubtedly  merits  the  highen;  admiration  and  applaufe; — But 
the  fame  prudence  and  good  feiife  that  taught  us  to  defpife 
tlic  reproaches  and  infnlis  of  the  mere  Englilli  rabble,  ought 
..crtainly  to  induce  us  to  rcfeiit,  with  becoming  fpirit,  all  deli- 
bci.i.c*  pioceediiigs  of  our  foutliern  neighbours,  that  have  the 
hvdl  UMidemy  to  iinpofc  on  us  any  difgraccful  clillinaion,  or 
u»  al.e.  t  oul  piisi.egcs  as  Britilh  lubjecls.  ithout  further 
mirodinaion,  1  beg  the  particular  attention  of’ every  Scoilmau 
to  the  b’lh  article  of  liic  inflructions,  faid  in  moll  of  the  nublic 
]*apei>,  to  be  feni  by  the  town  of  Ganterbury  to  their  repre- 
Icntaiisc.s  in  the  hoiife  of  commons.  It  runs  thus:  “  You  are 
Joined  eitcctnally  to  prevent  all  Englifii  peers  from  endea¬ 
vouring 
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vounno  to  iiiterfcrc  ia  the  elciflion  of  commoners;  and  liko- 
Avays  all  Ions  of  Kuglilh  peers,  all  IriHi  peers,  and  all  natives 
vf  ScoiLindy  from  being  elected  to  reprefeiit  Englifli  boroughs 
ill  pudianienid'  Is  therti  aScotfiiian  animated  by  the  fmalleH 
Ipark  of  lurional  honour?  Is  there  an  Englifliman  to  whom 
ilie  happinefs  of  his  country  is  dear,  who  can  reail,  without  the 
gr<  aieil  indignation,  the  injurious,  the  treafonablc  iijiinc^tiou 
couched  in  the  latter  part  of  this  AViVXc  ^aj'onahle  I  w  ill 
call  it,  becaufe  it  not  only  aims  at  a  moll  unjuft,  a  mod  dan¬ 
gerous  alteration  iii  the  prefent  conditutiou  of  Great  Britain; 
but  wlnt  is,  if  )H)(nole,  more  dreadful  flill,  it  is  directly  calcu¬ 
lated  to  render  this  too  happy  illand  a  feene  of  blood  and  de- 
Tol  atlon.  For  furely  the  worthy  citizens  of  Canterbury  cannot 
be  fj  totally  deAiriue  of  tomnuni  fenfc,  as  to  fuppofe  that  the 
inhabitants  of  North  Britain  vvould  tamely  fuffer  themfelves, 
u  jtil  fairly  fubdued  by  force  of  arms,  to  he  branded  with  fuch 
an  ignominious  mark  of  llavery  and  fubjeclion.— —  But  at  pre- 
ient,  iny  countrymen,  I  am  very  far  from  fiifpecfting  that  lb 
iiiivvife,  fo  villainous  an  attempt  would  meet  with  any  fuccefs. 
Both  houfes  of  parliament  have,  to  their  eternal  honour,  dif- 
played,  in  fpite  of  the  licentious  clameur  of  a  frantic  deluded 
^jiiuliitude,  remarkable  llc'ailinefs  and  unanimity,  in  demming 
this  torrent  of  popidar  madiiefs,  in  lupj)orling  their  own  au- 
ihority,  and  in  maintaining  the  fafely  of  the  co))ditution.  If, 
therefore,  the  members  for  Canterbury  diall,  in  obedience  to 
thefe  inftruchions  of  their  conllituents,  be  imprudent  and  dar¬ 
ing  enough  to  move  in  the  houfe  of  commons,  for  an  aeft  of 
parliameni  to  incapacitate  the  natives  of  North  Britain  for 
tcprefeiulng  either  counties  or  boroughs  in  England,  I  am  well 
perfuaded  that  honourable  boufe  would  not  only  over-rule  the 
motion,  but  like  ways  puuifli  ihofe  members  very  feverely  for 
their  prefumptioii.  This  ought  not  however,  my  countrymen, 
to  make  us  overlook  lb  grols,  fo  deliberate  an  infult  as  the  pro- 
polal  of  fuch  a  diflionourable  meafure  in  the  town  of  Canter¬ 
bury’s  inilructioiis.  Conlldering  the  fpirit  of  feejition  that,  xp 
the  unfpeakable  difgrace  of  the  nation,  prevails  fo  univerlally 
at  prefent  among  the  lower  clafs  of  people  in  South  Britain,  it 
is  more  than  probable  that  we  lliall  foon  fee  the  fame  injunc¬ 
tion  adopted  by  other  corporations;  and  what  bad  elTccds  may^ 
ihence  eventually  refult,  it  is  not  diiCcult  to  forefee,  if  the  in¬ 
habitants  of  North  Britain,  indead  of  interpofing  to  aflert  the 
jud  rights  of  themfelves  and  of  their  pollcrlty,  fliall  in  the 
mean  time  dand  by  like  unconcerned  fpe^ators.  It  belongs 
to  wifer  heads  than  mine,  lo  point  out  the  ino(l  proper  man* 
ner  in  which  our  interpolition  Ihould  be  made;  and  it  may  be 
matter  of  very  ferious  deliberation.  I  Iball  content  royfelf. 
Von.  IV.  B  tbercforC| 
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tliercforc,  with  putting  niy  cniir.tr)’nicn  on  tlicif  guard,  and 
with  declaring  in  general  my  own  private  opinion,  ruggelled 
bv  an  earned  regard  for  the  honour  and  inierclls  ol  my  coum 
try;  that  it  is  a  duty  indilpenlibly  incnniLcnt  on  the  inliabi- 
t  ints  of  North  Kriiain,  to  exprefs  in  the  (ironged  terms,  4 
hecoinin'^  refentment  ot  this  inj  irious  behavic/.ii  ol  the  towti 
ofr.anlc  ihurv.  Our  lilc.uc  on  this  critical  otcalion,  will  con¬ 
vince  the  v.crld  that  we  are  indeed  the  dadardly,  puiillani- 
inoiis  c<  nciaiion  of  Haves,  de\oiiI  of  every  generous  indepen- 
dcMi  lentimenl,  that  our  louthcrii  ncighboi.rs  ba'  e  leprefenied 
;n; — In  haicver  inarinc r  it  Ibail  ajpcii*  to  my  coiiiiii^inen 
mod  ailvifeable  to  proceed,  let  our  conduct  be  relolute  and 
fpiiittd,  but  withal  cool,  moderate,  and  coiiliitent.

HETi  K  are  we  Ni'Iinii  and  iiimbllng  in  St.  George^s  ciiar»nel| 
kept  in  condnnt  alarms,  the  crew  hancirctl  almod  to 
death,  ill  cloaihed,  ill  paid,  aiul  no  prize  money: — however^ 
our  friends  at  F.:c:ion  D(?ck  dill  continue  to  ainiife  us  with 
l!iiteii!ig  profpeeds;  they  have  a  great  many  irons  in  tlie 
lire,  ai.il  pioinile  to  do  prodigious  things  for  us;  the  artificers 
%vork  double  tides,  and  a!l  hands,  are  cm]iJoyed  m  forging  not 
anchor^  but  injfrudi'nis ;  which  in  our  prefent  defperate  fitu^ 
atiou  we  look  upon  as  our  (heel  anchor,  HovNcver,  ^lis  much 
to  be  feared,  not  a  iihdanding  all  iliclr  injlrudionSj  that  wc 
cannot  avoid  driving  among  the  rocks  and  fhoals  which  fur- 
roiiiul  us, 

^V>  were  once  in  hopes  of  getti!’g  olf  the  lad  fpving  iide\ 
F)Ut,  alas!  it  now  begins  to  ebb., and  the  wind  too  is  coming  a- 
bout ;  fo  that  wc  have  tlic  clllmal  prolpeCt  before  us  of  foul 
weather  and  a  lee  Ihore. —  \s  to  providons,  wc  are  pretty 
w  ell  od  lor  pei Ions  in  onr  fituation  :  v\e  frequently  receivjC 
fupjilies  Ironi  diflcrcni  quarters,  and  the  crew  are  but  feldom 
rcduccil  to  Ihort  allowance.  Our  g(K)d  friend  Sir  Jofeph,yf\io 
acts  as  Agent  \  ichuallcr,  fent  ns  lad  week  leveral*  hogs  of  his 
own  feeding,  with  a  cargo  ol  his  bed  gin,  which  put  fpirits 
into  us  all;  and  the  club  at  the  J.oiidon  tavern  fent  us  three 
gtefe  and  a  large  parcel  of  gudgeons,  befides  a  purfe  of  the 
Keady,  by  way  of  bounty  money,  but  I  can’t  (ay  judiv  how 
much;  Captain  E.iot  jiut  it  all  into  his  own  pocket :  the  money 
was  brought  by  three  young  lads,  one  of  v\hom  told  us, 
'icilh  a  grave  countenance,  that  in  order  to  convince  the  world 
of  his  great  regard  for  us,  he  had  hopfd  all  the  way  from 
the  London  tavern;  at  this  fpccch  fome  of  the  fwabbers,  who

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ood  near,  began  to  titter  and  grin;  but  our.  Captain  immediate¬ 
ly  hove  out  a  iigiial  to  them  with  his  fwivel  eys,  to  flop  their 
ijggliiig  j  for  he  hiiiifelf  never  laughs  at  his  friends— till  after 
hey  are  gone. — The  other  youth  told  us  that  he  was  in  the 
ecret,  and  that  all  matters  with  regard  to  us  would  (bon  be 
et  to  rights ;  he  added,  that  he  hinifelf  was  a  perfon  of  con- 
equence,  and  a  'fquire,  which  we  were  extremely  glad  to 
near,  as  from  his  appearance  we  had  fuppofed  him  to  be 
a  French  barber. 

What  wdU  be  the  fate  of  the  /edition  frigate  heaven  only

lieve  it  will  be  allowed  by  all,  that  the  rigorous  exertion  of 
the  law  of  patronage  is  the  chief,  if  not  the  only  caufe  of  re¬ 
paration  from  the  church  of  Scotland,  with  diflenters  of  all 
uenoininations.  Can  any  man,  who  is  cither  a  good  fubjec^f, 
or  a  good  member  of  the  church,  behold  fuch  an  iminenfe  fe- 
from  the  mothex*church,  without  grief  and  concern? 
And  is  it  not  a  loud  call  upon  all  honed  men,  to  (land  forth  in 
the  caufe  of  liberty  and  religion, and  to  lend  their  helping  hand, 
in  order  to  prevent  fuch  a  dangerous  evil  from  proceeding  far¬ 
ther  ? — The  feveiuh  man,  according  to  calculation,  is  a  iepa- 
ratift  from  the  church  ;  and  if  the  feceflion  goes  on  with  the 
lime  rapid  progrefs  for  years  to  come,  that  it  has  done  for 
ye  irs  pall,  it  uill  not  be  long  ere  the  church  of  Scotland  lliall 
not  hive  fur  difciplcs  the  feventh  part  of  the  inhabitants  of 
this  kingdom  ; — nay,  I  tan  forefec,  (and  the  gift  of  prophecy 
is  not  necciriry  to  furefee  it),  that,  in  a  courfe  of  years,  tht 
Ichurch  of  Scotland  lhall  he  totally  annihilated  j  and  the  dif-

rend. - In  the  remote  corner  where  I  live,  the  dilfcntcrs  are 

not  Co  numerous  as  in  foine  other  places  of  the  kingdom,  yet 
they  incrcafe  with  us  daily  ;  and  even  at  prefent,  nearly  the 
tenth  min  is  a  feceder — I  love  the  church  of  Scotland  from 
j'rinciple,  and  perhaps  from  the  prejudices  of  education  alfo*; 
and  I  do  think  the  prefoyterian  ellablifliraent  belt  adapted  to 
the  fitnation  and  poverty  of  our  country.  -I  would  not  vvifh 
to  fee  the  church  of  Scotland  annihilated,  or  Ibine  other  efta- 
blillnnent  fubilitutcd  in  her  room  :  and,  I  dare  fay,  all  my 
biethren,  the  landholders,  will  readily  agree  with  me  in  this 
matter  ;  and  moll  certainly,  we  fliould  do  every  thing  in  our 
power  to  bring  back  the  diirenters  to  the  church,  or  at  lead 
ru  ])ievent,  by  all  means  podihle,  any  addition  being  made  to 
their  numbers  for  the  time  to  come  ;  and  if  the  rigorous  exer¬ 
tion  of  the  law  of  patronage  is  the  grand  caufe  of  the  evil 
complained  of,  let  ns  endeavour  to  redref^  that  grievance  by 

every  art  and  method  in  our  pow'cr. - For  my  own  part,  I 

Ihpuld  only  dclire,  that  the  law  of  patronage  were  laid  under 
])roj?er  refl mints,  and  that  no  prefenration  fhould  Le  good  in 
law,  without  fome  reafonable  concurrence  on  tlie  part  of  the 
congregation  ;  no  inoic  would  be  neceffary  to  put  an  end  to 

dilTention, 
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difTcnfion,  and  to  rcftore  the  church  to  her  former  unity  and 
peace :  But,  if  better  cannot  be,  to  prevent  any  farther  fcpa* 
ration  from  the  church,  wliich  mull  at  laft  prove  her  total 
ruin  and  dellruelion,  1  (hould  be  gUd  to  fee  the  law  of  patro,.  ' 
nage  abollllied  and  repealed  ;  and  were  this  done,  1  cannot 
fee  what  harm  would  enfue. 

The  king  is  faid  to  he  patron  of  the  greater  part  of  the  li¬ 
vings  of  Scotland  ;  and  certainly  the  king  may,  if  he  pleafes, 
])ari  with  his  right,  without  the  leafl  iofs  or  prejudice  to  any 
man.  Every  jiart  of  his  majelly's  reign  is  an  undoubted  proof 
to  us,  that  he  has  nothing  fo  much  at  heart  as  the  welfare 
and  happinefs  of  all  his  fuhjecls.  Nothing  concerns  the  good  , 
people  of  Scotland  fo  nearly,  as  the  full  enjoyment  of  their , 
religious  rights  aiul  privileges  ;  and  I  am  perfuaded,  on  a  pro-* 
per  application  to  the  tliroiie,  our  religious  grievances,  above 
all  others,  would  be  inllantly  redrelled. — I  imagine  the  p— . 
minidcr  diTpofes  of  the  livings  in  the  gift  of  the  crown,  if  not 

wholly,  at  lead  for  the  moll  part,  to  oblige  m - -  of  p 

or  iIkIi*  coiillitueiUs  :  and  1  dare  fry  it  will  be  found,  all 
things  confidered,  tint  the  cluirch  livings  in  the  gift  of  the>^ 
crown,  cannot  oblige  the  tcntli  man  of  the  eleedors  over  the 

kingdom.  In  my  humble  opinion,  the  p - in —  has  a  much 

better  chance  of  carrying  every  point  of  the  good  purpofes  of 
his  ad niinill ration,  by  reoeaiing  the  law  of  patronage,  than  by 
the  mod  rigorous  exertion  thereof:  in  the  one  cafe,  a  few 
tVieiuls  only  can  he  ll*rved  ;  in  the  other,  a  whole  kingdom^ 
at  lead  nhiciy-nine  out  of  every  hundred  in  Scotland.  And 
ln»\V  vain  and  feeble,  in  this  cafe,  would  all  oppofition  be  to 
ilie  rnealurcs  of  goverinneiu  ? — ’^I’he  law  of  patronage  has  ever- 
nu)re  been  confidered  as  a  grievance  by  this  kingdom  ;  and 
how  dinul  l  ii  he  otiierwife  ?  On  drict  enquiry  it  will  be  found, 
that  of  ail  the  land lioldcrs  in  Scotland,  one  of  a  thoufand  haS 
not  a  patronage  in  his  gift  :  And  tan  it  he  fuppofed,  that  nine 
linudrcd  and  niuctv.niuc  men  Ihall  vvillii.gly  fubmit  to  the  ar- 
hlti  aiy  choice  of  one  man  in  matters  of  religion. 

And  as  to  the  iiohillty  and  gentry  who  have  patronages  ih

W'HATEVER  becomes  of  a  gentleman  who  has  unhappi¬ 
ly  been  the  occalion  of  fo  much  dUturbance,  it  will 

^ell  become  the  M - s  to  attend  to  this  obvious  confidera- 

which  may  at  leall  ferve  to  make  them  the  more  mo- 
deft,  and  confequently  the  more  refpe<5lable  ;  that  all  this  in- 
tedinc  commotion,  all  this  degradation  of  authority  has  not 
)een  fo  mucli  owing  to  any 'particular  love  or  cfteepi,  which 
the  people  or  the  populace  have  for  him,  as  to  that  cordial 
Ibhorence  and  contempt  which  they  have  for  them.  They 
tre  tired  with  feeing  ib  many  nothing-meaning  changes  of 
tnen,  under  an  identity  of  faint  or  falfe  meafures,  which  at 
)nce  diihonour  the  c  ■  t,  and  endanger  the  country.  No 
rv^onder  then,  that  an  eternal  ftupid  monotony  of  c— s,  with¬ 
out  plan  or  point  of  view,  fliould,  in  fb  fpirited  a  nation  as 
^urs,  have  created  ftrong  fenfations  of  difguft,  and  more  than 
punnurs  of  impatience. 

[  What  then  ought  that  fet  of  men  tp  think  of  themfelves, 
m  whom  authority  appears  fo  wretchedly  mifplaced,  that  it 
Liinot  hinder  even  a  vitftory  from  being  rather  a  matter  of 
Ijame  than  a  trophy  ?  They  may  plainly  fee,  that,  with  the, 
lublic,  it  is  not  a  fm.all  prejudice  in  a  man’s  favour,  his  being 
P  difg  race  ;  infomuch,  that  their  perfecution  of  him  palles 
for  a  merit,  and  the  being  cruihed  by  them  a  triumph. 

After  all,  what  will  they  do,  though  they  have  atchieved 
this  mighty  enterprize,  which  can  only,  with  their  ridiculous. 
Impolitic  felf-fufficienjcy,  render  them  more  odious  without 
their  being  lels  contemptible,^  For,  dp  not  let  them  flatter 
themfelves.  That  point  being  gained,  neither  will  nor  can 
be  of  any  honour  to  them,  and  much  lefs  of  any  fervice,  with¬ 
out  a  number  of  other  collateral  meafures ;  of  which,  to  judge 
of  them  by  what  is  pad,  they  arp  not  fb  much  as  arrived  ftp 
the  initial  idea.  It  is  nor  this  piddling  palliation,  pr  ^bat 
paultry  fplenetic  effort  of  power,  even  though  fuccefsful,  thap 
will  rcflore  dignity  to  the  c — t,  or  national  confldpnce  in  its 
p— s.  A  finking  ftate  is  not  to  be  faved,  either  by  continu- 
pg  one  fet  of  ideots  in  powxr,  or  by  turning  them  put,  and 
aking  in  a  worfe,  till  every  changeling  in.  the  kingdom  fhall 
lave  been  in  by  rotation.  The  whole  habit  of  the  political 
>ody  is  delperatcly  fick,  and  requires  not  partial,  but  total 
•emedies,  which  can  never  be  expetfted  from  the  narrow,  fel- 
ifli  views  of  parties.  This  can  only  be  hoped  from  the  truly 
nationals,  or  neutrals,  who,  from  the  noble  and  real  eminence 
Df  public  virtue,  can  look  down  with  equal  fcorn  op  tjic  fiupid 

ferviliiy 
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fervUitv  of  courtiers,  and  on  tlie  foul-fpirlted  petulance  of  l|ie 
adventurers  and  traders  in  mock  patiiotifin.  Jt  is  only  fW 
the  ‘^reat  and  worthy  nationals  (if  the  race  of  them  is  not 
liiicit  or  ihe  exilleiice  of  them  not  a  chimera),  to  unite  in  a 
firm  refolution  to  procure  intrepidly,  determinately,  and  con 
llirutioiully,  the  eirectiiul  and  futisfactory  redrefs  of  orievances, 
the  removal  of  dif>nlers,  and  the  redoration  of  the  original 
nerve  and  tone  of  government,  by  king,  lords  and  commons 
Let  the  llandard  of  Great  Ihitaiii  be  bodied  by  the  true  de 
fenders  of  legal  liberty y  to  which  there  cannot  be  greater  ene 
inies  than  fuch  as  iniilakc  for  it,  either  the  dirty  ragged  ban 
ncTs  of  licentioufnefs,  or  the  llimiy  frippery  colours  hung  cut 
hy  a  frivolous,  inlipid,  ill  advifed  c - 1. 

We  have  now  but  one  chance  in  the  world  for  our  political 
falvaiion;  a’****  more  a  ***  *  *  more  a  *^-'***#* 

and  a  moh  lefs  our  governors. 


On  the  publication  of  Trials  'iviihoiit  cciifcnt  of  Court*  , 

trial  of  the  foldier  for  killing  young  Allen  In  St, 
X  George’s  fields,  having  been  hitherto  politically  fuppreP 
fed,  the  legal  authority  of  a  judge  to  fupprefs,  or  punilh  the 
publication  of  fuch  trial,  has  been  a  (^ueftion  much  agitated# 
'I'he  following  is  the  opinion  of  a  ceitaiu  puLiic  dpii  ited  lawyer 
on  this  interfiling  occanoii. 

The  conllitational  i|uellion,  ‘‘Whether  a  judge  liad  autho¬ 
rity,  hy  law,  to  prevent  the  proceedings  of  tiie  courts  of  juflne 
being  taken,  or  to  lii|)prcis  or  ]>in»ini  the  puhiication  of  ihcnt, 
when  taken  and  publilhed  faithfully  and  aicuniely,  is  a  quef- 
tion,  by  the  deierminaiion  oi*  which  will  be  cllabliriied,  or 
dcfinwed,  the  molt  valnaUe  branch  of  the  liberty  of  ihc  prcT^ 
ajui  the  liberty  of  the  fubjcct.

.1  a  contempt  ol  the  court;  and  I  am  lurther  of  opinion,  that 

.In  MMiit  was  to  commit  fuch  perfon  for  3.  fnppofed  corteiTupt 
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(for  it  is  nothing  more)  that  fiich  commitment  would,  bn 
proper  application,  be  deemed  arbitrary  and  illegal,  as  tending 
to  fnbvert  the  original  iaditulion  of  courts  of  jullice,  in  which 
^he  j>roceeJiiig.s  ought  to  be  had  openly,  in  order  that  they 
niay  be  kaowii  by  all  men. 

“  I  mud  needs  coiifels  that  you  rcpullifi)  the  proceedings  of 
H  court' of  judice,  in  one  refpecl,  at  your  peril;  for  you  are 
obliged,  at  the  hazard  of  a  contempt  of  i  lic  o)iirt,’  to  dclircr 
them  to  the  public  as  you  received  them  from  the  court;  but 
[  would  not  be  underdood  by  thit,  that  they  are  to  ^e  givea 
litcraLly.,  b:it  only  fubJliiHtially  the  fame  ;  becaule  othcrwift 
[bine  arguments  might  prove  rather  lampoons  (as  1  heard  a 
judge  once  cxprefs  hiinlelf)  than  encomiums  on  the  fpcakcrs.*'

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lution.  It  is  a  coeval  with  our  conftituiion,  and  Hands 
among  tlie  lirll  principles  of  our  form  of  government,  v\  hica 
referves  to  the  people  a  third  part  of  the  legillativc  power. 
It  began  at  the  very  firft  faint  dawn  of  liberty  in  our  iflandj 
and  will  furvive  to  the  la(l  tonvuUive  pang  oi  expiring  free- 
<loni.  It  is  a  part  of  the  original  compact  between  the  love* 
reign  of  this  nation  and  the  fubject,  ex^eisly  Itatcd  in  th« 
till  of  rights,  which  declares,  that  in  this,  as  well  as  in  tho 
other  inllances  enumerated,  our  anccllors,  as  thtirs  in  like 
c.ifc  had  ufitallv  done,  vindicated  and  aliened  the  true  ancient 
and  indubitable  rights  and  lilerties  of  the  fcople  of  this  kinfm 
doniy  which  they  claimed,  demanded,  and  inlilted  upon,  and 
the  whole  legillature  enacted,  f])all  Jiand,  remain,  and  be  th^ 
law  of  tins  realm  for  ever.  Parliamentary  authority  obliges 
every  fovereign,  at  the  coronation,  to  fwcar  to  the  obiervance 
of  that  and  all  the  other  llatutes  of  this  realm,  and  this  cxr 
ccllent  act  declares,  that  all  officers  and  minijlers  ivhatfoever 
fhall  ferve  their  niajejUcs  and  their  fucceHurs,  according  to  the 
fame  in  all  times  to  come.  '^I'his  right  of  the  people  is  no 
lels  clear  by  rcafon  than  by  tlie  politive  ftatute.  T  here  can 
be  no  rcprefentaiion,  but  w  hen  the  greater  miinber  to  be  re* 
prefcnied  have  freely  cliofeii  a  pei  fbn  w  ho  is  legally  qualified. 
A  reprelentation  without  or  againll  the  confent  of  the  partieS| 
is  an  inlhlt  to  common  fenfe,  an  ablurdity  fcarcely  to  be  pa* 
lallelcd,  an  injullicc  and  iiifolencc  not  to  be  forgiven.

Zeal  for  what  he  regard* 
as  truth,  undaunted  intrepidity  to  maintain  it>  abilities  both  na* 
ral  and  acquired  to  defend  it,  and  unwearied  induftry  to  propagate 
,  arc  virtues  which  (hinc  fo  conlpicuoufly  in  every  par^  of  his  beha* 
iour,  that  even  his  enemies  mud  allow  him  to  have  poiTefTed  them  id 
n  eminent  degree.  To  thofe  may  be  added,  with  equal  judlce,  fuch 
irity,  and  even  auderity  of  manners,  as  became  one  who  afTumed  thd 
iara\5ler  of  a  Reformer;  fuch  fahftity  of  life,  as  fuited  the  dodlrin'd 
hich  he  delivered;  and  fuch  perfetd  dilinteredednefs,  as  affords  no 
ght  prefumption  of  his  fincerityk  Superior  to  all  felfifh  confidtra* 
ns,  a  dranger  to. the  elegancies  of  life,  and  defpidng  its  pleafures^ 
left  the  honours  and  emoluments  of  the  church  to  his  difoiples,  re¬ 
ining  fatisded  himfelf  in  his  Original  date  of  profedbr  in  the  uni* 
dty,  and  pador  of  the  town  of  Wittenberg,  with  the  moderate  ap^ 
intments  annexed  to  thefe  offices. 

**  His  extraordinary  qualities  were  allayed  with  no  incondderable 
lixture  of  human  frailty  and  human  paiBons.  Thefe,  however,  were 
f  fuch  a  nature,  that  they  cannot  be  imputed  to  malevolence  or  cor* 
uption  of  heart,  but  feem  to  have  taken  their  rife  from  the  fame 
burce  with  many  of  his  virtues.  His  mind  forcible  and  vehement  in 
11  its  operations,  rouzed  by  great  obje(5h,  or  agitated  by  violent 
aflions,  broke  out,  on  many  occadons,  with  an  impetuodty  which 
donifhes  men  of  feeble  Ipirits,  or  I'uch  as  are  placed  in  a  more  tranquil 
tuation.  By  carrying  fomc  praile-worthy  difpodtion  to  excefi,  he 
ordered  fometimes  on  what  was  culpable,  and  was  .often  betrayed 
r.to  a(5tious  which  expofed  him  to  cenlure.  His  conddence  that  his 
)wn  opinions  were  well  founded,  approached  to  arrogance  ;  his  cou* 
age  in  afferting  them,  to  raihnefs  :  his  drmnefs  in  adhering  to  them, 
oobdinacy;  and  his  zeal  in  confuting  his  adverfaries,  to  rage  and 
currility.  Accudomed  himfelfto  condder  every,  thing  as  fubordinate 
o  truth,  he  expcided  the  fame  deference  for  it  from  other  men :  and 
without  making  any  allowances  for  their  timidity  or  prejudices,  he 
oured  forth  againlt  thofe  who  difappointed  him  in ‘  this  particular, 
torrent  of  inveftive  mingled  with  contempt.  Rcgardlcfs  of  any  dif«

To  rouze  mankind,  when  lunk  in  ignorance  and  fuperflition,  and 
to  encounter  the  rage  of  bigotry  armed  with  power,  required  the  ut* 
moll  vehemence  of  zeal,  and  a  temper  daring  to  cxcefs.  A  gentle 
call  would  neither  have  reached,  nor  have  excited  thofe  to  whom  it 
was  auilrcllctl.  A  fpirltmoie  amiable,  but  lefs  vigorous  than  Luther’i, 
would  have  Ihrur.k  back  from  the  dangers  w^hich  he  braved  and  fur- 
mounted.  Tow  ards  tlie  dole  of  life,  he  grew  more  peeviHi,  irafciblef 
and  impatient  of  contradiclinn.  Having  lived  to  be  witnefs  of  hit 
own  amizing  fuecd's — — to  lee  a  great  part  of  Europe  embrace  bit 

doiiriiie - he  difeovered,  on  f  me  occalions,  fymptoms  of  vanity  and 

icirapplaufe.  He  mnft  indeed  have  been  more  tlian  a  man,  had 'he 
not  Iclt  I'cntimcnts  of  this  kind  rifing  in  his  bread:.

ENGLAND. 

London,  April  i. 

We  are  informed  by  letters 
from  CorGca,  that  amongft  th# 
CorOcan  officers  made  prifonert 
by  rhe  French,  the  fieurs  Colonna 
and  Ferraudi  had  been  releafed 
I  on  their  parole  of  honour. 


The  fame  letters  bring  advice^

They  write  from  Paris,  that 
on  the  1 5th  ult.  the  king  ratified 
a  treaty  of  alliance,  concluded  be* 
tween  his  raajefiy,  the  empreft* 
queen,  the  king  of  Spain,  and  the 
king  of  PruGia  ;  but  the  objefi  of 
this  alliance  is  not  known. 

A  French  man  of  war  of  fifty 
guns  has  bee\i  fitted  out  at  Roch* 
ford  in  great  hade,  and  (he  is  to 
fail  immediately  for  St  Domingo 
with  450  troops  on  boar J. 

They  write  from  Bodon,  that 
the  large  new  county  goal  of  that
